A Museum for New-York. 

The foundation of a Museum in this City 
for the collection of works of art has often 
been talked about, but at length there is a 
Prospect that the design will be put before 
the public in.s practical shape. It is an in- 
stitution which must be undertaken some 
day, as we suppose everybody would admit, 
and ‘the sooner it is begun the more valuable 
will be the results hereafter. Some innocent 
people may say that we have had museums 
already. This quite true, but the new one is 


time. We have also a salmon-colored horse,’ 
not unworthy of notice as a lueus nature, 
and a number of landscapes which # savage 
from the ‘backwoods would fling aside with 
contempt. And this is “art” as represented 
in our “National” Academy of Design.

The Judiciary Amendment. 

The official announcement, this morning, 
of the adoption of the new Judiciary article 
of our State Constitution, will be most wel- 
come. ‘It will be especially gratifying to the 
large and varied business interesta which 
‘have suffered from lax administration of the 
law, and, indeed, to all owners of associated 
wealth. The lawyers who still retain some 
pride in their profession, and who have not 
ceased to think that practice in the Courts 
ought to be more honorable than the busi- 
meas of the horse-jockey, and that the man- 
agement of litigation requires a different 
kind of talent and training from those neces- 
eary for a faro-bank or a ward primary, wil, 
receive the intelligence with unalloyed sat, 
isfaction. 

The new article makes many changes in 
our Judicial system, and sme of them prom- 
ising wholesome and enduring reforms in the 
administration of justice in this State, and 
especially in this City. The first of these 
changes to be noted, is that relating to the 
organization of the Court of Appeals. This 
Court will hereafter consist of a Chief Jus- 
tice and six Associates. They will be elected 
next ‘Spring, for fourteen years. Only the 
Chief Justice and four Associates can be 
‘voted for by any one elector; thus giving to 
the mimority two members of the Court. All 
cases pending in the Court of Appeals on thé 
Ist of January, 1860, and which remain unde- 
termined ‘on the organization of the new 
Court, will be heard by.a Commission, com- 
posed of the four present Judges of the Court 
‘of Appeals, who have been. elected or 
appointed thereto, and a fifth Commissioner, 


appointed by the Governor, by and with the. 


advice of the Senate, if that be in session, or 
if it be not, to hold office only until the end of 
the next session, Four of the five shall con- 
stitute a quorum. It now takes: about five 
years to carry a suit through the Court. This 
Commission will afford instant relief, and 
will prove of the greatest benefit to honest 
litigants, whose entire funds have hitherto, 
in not a few instances, been locked up in the 
Court. Many of such cases would, indeed, 
never have been taken there at all, but for 
the certainty that the party really entitled 
tothe funds or property in dispute may be 
kept deprived of it for at least that period. 
It is believed that the new Court, as now 
constituted, will be able to dispose with 
Promptness of all business that. may come 
before it, and that no future accumulation 
or delay need occur. 

The new article also provides that, in 1978, 
it shall be submitted to the people of the 
State whether. our Judges shall hereafter 
continue to be elected, or be appointed by 
the Governor. But the great and sweeping 
reform wrought by the article relates to the 
organization ‘and practice. of the Supreme 
Court, Under the present Constitution, the 
Judges have been in the habit of reviewing

The power of foreseeing things which will 


happen is not so rare as some..enter-

man must be very ignorant who does not 
know this before he sits down-to write on 
the question. It was necessary to have the 
charge with reference to the gunboats prop- 
erly inquized into by s civil tribunal, and it 

to the interest of Spain, if her case be 
good, that such sn inquiry should be made 
without further delay. Thq Government 
will not bold these gunboats in defiance of 
the law. It is, however, very necessary that 


it should be informed precisely what the law 
calls upon it to do. It the Peruvian com-. 


plaint falls through, the gunboats must be 
Feleased—unless the Administration be pre- 
pared to take a very decided step in favor 
of the insurgents in Cuba. 

«This, then, is the simple truth of the mat- 
ter, and yet some of our contemporaries have 
proclaimed to the world that we are .cer- 
tainly on the eve of war with Spain. Cred- 
ulous readers, who have learned nothing by 
experience of previons “ hoaxes,” must have 
laid down their papers with the full convic- 
tion that we were within a few hours of an 
open collision with a European Power. One 
authority assures us that the President is 
acting in pursuance of a deep-laid scheme 
for abdlishing foreign rule in this part of 
the world. “He was bound to get-Cuba, 
just as he is bound to get Canada.” An- 
other solemnly announces that Spain will 
regard the proceedings in the civil Courts 
ae an open demand for war. A third ex. 
plains that when the United States Govern- 
ment first wished to seize the Spanish gun- 
boats, it dared not do so because it had no 
ships—“ but all this has been changed within 
the last ninety days.” It reaily thinks that 
now we might manage to hold our own 
againat Spain. This is probably the most. 
absurd of all the blunders which have been 
perpetrated on the subject: If the Goyern- 
ment had particularly desired a war with 
Spain, it would not have held back because 
it did not hhkppen to have a full complement 
of vessels at hand. 

We can assure timid penine thet there As 
no cause for fear. Our contemporaries are 
only trying to scare them, just to keep their 
handsin. They talk big, but it is because 
of the gold panic, tlrere has been no truly 
profitable “sensation” to attract customers. 
The Government is following the,course rec- 
ommended by its legal advisers, and it may 
turn out that Spain will be very far from 
having any reason for dissatisfaction.
